e Washington, D. C., July 9.—{Special. ]— 


Extraordinary revelations of wholesale 
recruiting of soldiers by Great Britain in 
the United States in defiance of the Amer- 
jean neutrality laws startled administra- 
tion officials today. 

Information submitted in the form of 
affidavits caused the department of justice 
to institute a searching investigation of 
the alleged British recruiting system in 
Chicago, New York, St. Louis, and other 
large cities, frem which, it is charged 

thousands of English, Scotch and Irish, 
and even Americans, have been enlisted 
for service in the European war. 

Officials of the state department and 
the department of justice will confer to- 
morrow upon measures to compel the bel- 
ligererits to desist from violations of the 
epirit as well as the letter - the Amer- 
ican neutrality laws. 


Plot of British Officials? 

The investigation initiated by the de- 
partment of justice is expected to disclose 
whether high British officials are involved 

_ in the operation of the Engiish recruiting 
system, by far the most extensive and 
apparently the most successful that has 
been carried out in this country by any 
of the belligerents. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British am- 
bassador, has admitted knowledge of the 
manner in which his government has been 
obtaining soldiers in this country. He 
defends the procedure, asserting the re- 
cruits are not actually enlisted in this 
country, but that “volunteers are re- 
turned” to England, where the act of 
formal enlistment takes place. 


Plan of Enlistment. | 
- According to the affidavits filed with 
the department of justice the British of- 
ficialg have put into effect an elaborate 
plan for evading the American neutrality 
law. 

The British recruiting system is said to 
be directed from the British consulates 
in the principal American cities. In New 
York, it is alleged, the prospective sol- 
diers are actually received, examined, 
and practically accepted for service in the 
office quarters of the British consul gen- 
eral. 

If the department of justice finds that 
the law has been violated not only the 
British agents but the American employ- 
ment agenciés and other Americans con- 
nected with the system will be prosecuted. 


Indictments on Coast. 
San Francisco, Cal., July 9.—Philip R. 
Thayer, president of the Northern,and; 
Southern Steamship company,,and Jo- 
seph Bley, R. H. Swayne, and J. 8. Hoyt, 
shipping brokers, were arrested today, 
each on two indictments returned by the 
‘federal grand jury yesterday, charging 
violation of American neutrality in con- 
nection with the transfer of supplies to 
German warships by the steamer Sacra- 
mento, off the Chilean coast last fall 
Following the arrests it was announced 

that the firms of C. D. Bunker & Co., of 
which Bley is a member; Swayne and 
Hoyt, and the Northern and Southern 
Steamship company, have been indicted 
on charges of making a false manifest 
-gnd of obtaining clearance fraudulently. 

Blair & Murdock, the firm at whose 
office recruiting headquarters for the 
British army were alleged to have been 
maintained, also was indicted.

She read a 
letter from an English student expound- 
ing the theory that this was ‘ a war ofthe 
old people, not of this generation.” “ 
The theory that “ this is an old man’s 
war|’’ that ‘‘ the young fellows are being 
hounded to do the fighting,” was ex- 
pressed to Miss Addams more than once 
by young men in the countries at war, 
she said. ‘‘ Many a mother has told me 
it was hard to let that boy go, because 
he didn’t believe in war; he didn’ t belong 
to that generation.” 


Military Caste in Each Country. 

Mies Addams said that in each of the 
countries now at war the only party 
that wae for a continuance of the blood- 
shed was the_military party. “ There is 
‘in England and France and Russia 
as well as in Germany,”’ she added, 

‘‘Neither the masses nor the govern- 
ments wanted the war, nor wantit tocon- 
tinue now,” Miss Addams said. “ But in 
each country a military caste has a fast 
grip on the people and the governments, 
and the thing that makes it impossible for 
the peace advocates to reach their ‘ com- 


lgades in mind’ ie the censorship.” 


The foréign ministers and other govern- * 
ment officials were ali at heart in favor 
of peace, Miss Addams asserted; but none 
wanted to say the first word, because to 
do so would, in their minds, be a sign of 
weakness; would look as if their govern- 
ment were suing for peace. 

Forgeirn Minister’s Comment. 

“One very stern foreign minister re- 
ceived us in his office with such a grim 
countenance that I suggested to him: 


1. 1t probably strikes you as foolish that 


we come at this time to you and submit 
our resolution for peace,’ Mise Addams 


in Constantinople is most alarming. The 
city is overcrowded with 90,000 wounded 
from the Gallipoli peninsula and the num- 
ber is increasing daily. Turkish soldiers 
are refusing to fight, because they are, 
convineed that the forcing of the Darda- 
néllés is inevitable, and hence that further 
resistance is useless, Reinforcements 
from Smyrna are being hurried toward 
Gallipoli, and weep as they set off for the 


zone of the fighting. 


Murder German Officers, 
According to this information more than 


a hundred German officers have been 
murdered in cold bieod by the Turks, in- 
cluding Col. von Leipzing, the German 


military attaché. German officers are 
said to be volunteering for service with 
the Turkish forces in Lybia in order that 
they may leave \rurkey, where they con- 
sider themselves to be unsafe. 
Wholesale graft prevails in the Turkish 
government, and is tolerated by the Ger- 
mans’ who feel that the end of their power 
in Turkey is near, The sultan’s iliness is 
reported to be due to poisoning, and it is 
believed that a revolution will be organ- 
ized if he dies. | 

Scarcity of Munitions Acute. 
The scarcity of munitions has become 
80 acute as to be irremediable and the pro- 
allies party is increasing in strength and 
is openly advocating the making of 4 
separate peace, Envir Pasha’s power is 
waning to euch an extent that anti-war 
agitators are going unprosecuted and 
emisaaries of the allies are working with 
success and undisturbed. 


CALL ON POPE TO CONDEMN 
WAR ACTS OF THE GERMANS. 


Belgian and British Envoys to the 
Vatican Call Time Opportune for

ROME, July 9.—The Belgian envoy to 
the vatican has remanded an official writ- 
ten statement from Cardinal Gasparri, 
papal secretary of state, explicitly de- 
claring that the pope condemns Ger- 
‘many’s violataion of Belgium's neutrality 
which ‘te Belgians were in duty bound to 
defend, deploring the German atrocities, 
and characterizing them as unjustified, 
and promising to use the entire influence 
of the Holy See personally in an effort to 
restore completely Belgium's independ- 
ence and territorial integrity. The envoy 
asks that the papal protest against the 
German atrocities and persecutions be 
made at the present opportune time. 

A statement countersigned by Pope 
Benedict was delivered to the envoy to- 
day and transmitted to the Belgian gov- 
ernment, which will reserve the right to 
publish it if considers the publication 
necessary. ‘

GERMAN SUBMARINE SEIZED 
BY ITALIANS THROUGH RUSE. 


Benzine Ship Is Armed and Manned 
with Bluejackets and Keeps Ap- 
pointment with Subsea Boat. 


TURIN, July 9.—The Giornale d'Italia 
tells of the captute of a German subma- 
rine by a ruse. It says that a steamer 
belonging to one of the neutral Balkan 
states was caught laden with benzine and 
naphtha by an Italian warship. The cap- 
tain of the steamer confessed he was 
waiting to deliver the cargo to a German 
submar’ne. The naval commander there- 
upon took possession” of the vessel, 
manned it with a crew of his own bilue- 
jacrets, disguised as ordinary seamen, 
ard armed the ship with machine guns.

SOFIA, July 9.—That the real purpose 
of the conspirators whe exploded bombs 
in the Sofia Casino last winter was to kill 
Czar Ferdinand of Bulgaria, was brought 
to light today in the trial of the alleged 
bomb throwers here today. 

Sanko Antonow, one of the delebdante. 
testified he was ordered to visit Maj. 
Sankositch in Belgrade to receive money 
from Russian and Serbian sources to car- 
ry out the plot to kill the Bulgarian ruler.

This condition, taken in conjunction 
with the new Russian offensive activity, 
explains the confident belief among Rus- 
sian observers that a turning point at 
last has been reached and that the psycho- 
logical moment to prevent a further Ger- 

man invasion has now presented itself. 


Austrian Official Statement. 

VIENNA, July 9.—The following official 
statement was issued tonight by the Aus- 
trian war office: 

“In. the Russian theater of war the 
general situation in the northeast is un- 
changed. In Russian Poland, on the 
heights north of Krasnik, fighting is pro- 
ceeding, as on previous days. Extremely 
severe Russian attacks at several points 
were repulsed yesterday. West of the 
Vistula we maintained @! captured Rus- 
sian advanced positions.” 


British View of Situation. 

LONDON, July 9.—Announcements in 
th: Austrian and German official reports 
teday that there was no change in the 
situation on the Russian front were taken 
to mean that the Germanic armies had 
not yet recovered from the defeat which 
the Russians inflicted on them north of 
Krasnik, where the Austrians are operat- 
ing in conjunction with Field Marshal 
von Mackensen. 

It is uncertain as yet whether Grand 
Duke Nicholas, commander in chief of 
the Russian forces, intends to make his 
final stand on his present, lines or to fall 
back to the Bug river, which might in- 
volve the evacuation of Warsaw. . Mili- 
tary men say that this doubtless de- 
pends on his supplies of munitions, which 
are now reaching him through Archangel 
and which German submarines are trying 
to cut off. 


TURKS AND ARABS REPULSE 
BRITISH IN SOUTHERN ARABIA 


Heavy Moslem Force Threatens the 
Freé Port of Aden, Where Eng- 
lish Troops Have Retired. 


LONDON, July 9.—Turkish forces from 
Yemen, southwest Arabia, supported by 
Arabs, are threatening Aden, the British 
free port, according to an official report 
issued by the British press bureau tonight.

BERLIN, via London, July res Ger- 
man army headquarters staf gave out 
the following official statement: 

“‘In the western theater a French at- 
tack north of the sugar refinery at 
Souchez was repulsed. Small bodies of 
men who penetrated into our positions 
were killed. 

“Up to the present we have not suc- 
ceeded in clearing the enemy from the 
trench section which we lost the day be- 
fore yesterday west of Souche. 

“East of Ailly unsuccessful isolated 
attacks took place. We captured .by 
storm several French lines of trenches 
extending over a width of 350 yards and 
joining our newly captured positions in 
the forest of Le Pretre to the «ast. On 
this occasion we captured 2530 prisoners 
and four machine guns. 

“ After artillery preparation the enemy 
attacked hill 631 near Ban-de-Sapt, which 
we captured on June 22 by storm. We 
were forced to evacuate the destroyed 
trenches on top of the hill.” 


GERMAN SUBMARINES SINK 
THREE MORE ENEMY SHIPS. 


Crews Are Saved, but One of Hine 
Men of Fourth Boat May Have 
Been Lost.

Erich Muenter, alias Frank 
Holt,-er confederates, were responsible 
for the explosion, which occurred at 4:15 
o’elock on the afternoon of July 7, the 
date on which Muenter predictcd that 
some Vessel, the name of which he ap- 
peared to be uncertain, would be de- 
stroyed.

Muenter’s plans were frustrated by 
the fact that his weapon of destruction 
was placed with miscellaneous freight 
forward, and so was separated by stout 
bulkheads from an enormous cargo of 
ammunition which, with other inflam- 
»mable munitions of war intended for the 
allies, filled the after holds, | 


Fire Extinguished in Port. 

While the sailors fought the fire, Capt, 
Claret headed his ship for Halifax and 
brought it safely through a gale and fog 
to an anchorage in the lower harbor here 
at 1 o'clock this afternoon. By that time 
the flames had eaten their way into No. 
4 hold, but late this afternoon it was 
announced they had been extinguished. 

The theory of spontaneous combustion 
was never entertained, as the explosion 
was followed by the issuance from the 
hatches of suffecating fumes which seri- 
ously hampered the crew in their fight, 
and Which thé officérs insisted had been 
et loose by some infernal instrument, 

The loss cannot be estimated, as it is 
impossible for any one to enter the holds, 
from which deadly gases are rising.

Charlies B, Wright grew up with the 
Citisens’ State Bank of Crysiai Lake, in 
MeHenry county. Mote and more con- 
fidence was piaced in his judgment by the 
directors during the fifteen years he acted 
as cashier, At the age of 42, a well-to-do; 
respected citizen, he was given free rein, 

Yesterday the directors cathered at the 
bank and examined the books. They 
found that $127,000 had been leaned, with- 
out their consent, it is said, to a Chicago 
manufactory headed by Charies W. Arm- 
brust, a personal friend of Wright. 

“If you do not close the bank at once 
you will be legally liable,” said Bdward 
D. Shurtleff, state representative and at- 
torney for the institution. “ These loans 
are not worth their face value and the 
bank fs insolvent.” | 


Bank Closes Its Doors, 

This, according to the officials of the 
bank, is the reason why the bank closed 
ite doors yesterday, and all mone; ed resi- 
dents of Crystal Lake are wondering 
whether they will receive their deposits 
of about $186,000, why a bank examiner 
hastened from Springfield to examine the 
books of the bank, and why Cashier 
Wright took the first train to Chicago to 
coneult with his triend, Mr. Armbrust. 

B®. BE. Richards, who has been president 
of the bank since its organization, said 
emphatically that every depositor would 
be paid dollar for dollar. 

The loan to Armbrust is said to be se- 
cured by stock in the General Brake Shoe 
and Supply company and by notes given 
to the company by iron foundries in 
Brooklyn, N, ¥.; Kansas City, and other 
cities. Why the directors failed to con- 
sider the loan a good one they failed to 
say. 

Armbrust was found in his office at 348 
South Dearborn street. He had been in 
conference with Wright the larger part of 
the afternoon. 

Asserts Sum Is Too High. 

“The amount given by the directors i, 
incorrect,” he said, “ The borrowings 
of my company are not nearly half of 
$127,000, I have made arrangements to 
take up all notes given to the Crystal 
Lake bank within threeor four days. The 
Brake Shoe company ia perfectly solvent 
and equal to the emergency and why 
there should be such an ado about the 
matter I cannot understand. I am sure 
the directors knew of the loans. They 
must have closed the bank for other rea- 
aona," 

Armbrust lives in Crystal Lake, where 
he made Wright's acquaintance. 

Wright also is understocd to have con- 
sulted with his brother, Herbert Wright, 
a Kansas City broker, while in Chicago. 
and made arrangements for money with 
which to cover any temporary demands 
on the bank: ~Hie wife, who was Miss 
Florence Bunker before her marriage, 
and his 80 year old paralytic father in 
Woodatock, also are considered wealthy, 

Wife Defends Husband. 

Mrs, Wright braveiy defended her hus. 
band, as #he stood on the steps of the big 
country home in Woodstock with her § 
year old son. 

The bank examiner from the state audi- 
tor’s office will arrive today and begin an 
investigation of Wright's books. The last 
bank statement showed loans and dis- 
counts of $177,000 and loans on real estate 
and collateral securities of about $97,000.

In a time of war and tumult ft te indeed | 
heartening and spiritually refreshing to 
read such a volume as Horace J. Bridges’ 
“ CRITICISMS OF LIFE; STUDIES IN

admirably written and sincere essays are 
“intended primarily as illustrations of 
the faith and hope by which men actually 
live today.” The author writes not so 
much as an individual as a member of the 
international group of exponents of what 
is called ethical culture. He is no ortho- 
dox theologian, but neither is he a dog- 
matic, narrow materialist. He handles 
even Haeckel with deserved roughness 
for reckless and ignorant criticism of the 
acriptures. |

Loeb Wrong, Says Miss Haley. 

Miss Margaret Haley, business agent 
of the Chicago Teachers’ federation, re- 
plied yesterday to the statement of Jacob 
M. Loeb that the federation is responsible 
for the financial is of the school board. 
'“* Mr. Loeb,” she said, in part, “ refers 
in today’s TrinuNnP to a $1,500,000 deficit 
and $1,000,000 loan which he says the 
board of education must make this year 
to meet thé deficit.
